Per tho inteipretetieQ of this first Arabic book, wo have been 
eoQtnit until reoently to tern to (bo clawkal eonuiieoteruw, but the 
Uodeiwy of tho corazDenteMte k to iaterpret the book m the light 
of the Aiebio laofuage of th«r own day, and vith few eneptfons 
their phdoiegioal lucubntiODe are of more kternt for the study of 
tho developtnent of Uutliro thought ebout tiie Qn'in, than they ere 
for eettling the neeniog the words most hare had for tho Prophet 
and for those who Itsteaed to his uttoreocte. 

Some day. it u to be hoped, we shell have a QloMwy to the 
•Qor'in ooioparable with the great WdrUr^ibAer we have to the Old 
and Kew Traa m eote, in vhsoh alt the resooroM of philology, epigraphy, 
and critinam will be otiliMd for a thorough inTsetigation of 

Iho vocabulary of tho Qur'in. Moaavhife thia prsasot Baay attempts 
to make one small coBQibataon to the sebjeot by stodyiog e number 
of the no&'Arabic elements w tho Qui'anfe TocabuUry. 

Erephaais has boen placed in rsccotyeen on the too fong forgotten 
foot that Anb)e at the time of Uuhammad was not stated from the 
net of theVorld, ae Huslim authon vonJd have us believe. There 
was At tbet tiote, ea iadeod fee long before, full and ooutent contact 
with die surrounding peoples of Syria, PerM, and Ahyeonia. end 
through intercouxee there vaa e natorel interchange of vocabulary. 
Where the Arabs cams in mteot with higher religioo and higher 
Qviiiution. they borrowed religions and cultuml temu. This feet 
was fulty reeog^aed by tbs carlitet cinle of Mosliiit azsgetes. who 
show no hesHation in noting words ea of Jewab, Christian, or Xraniaa
